Our  plants  are  grown  on  new  ground  and  have  a very  large  mass  of  roots,  perfectly  healthy, 
thrifty,  well  developed  plants,  no  “nubbins’'  but  every  plant  counts.  All  plants  nicely  trimmed 
and  tied  in  bunches  of  25  plants  each  and  carefully  packed  in  well  ventilated  crates  or  baskets, 
with  an  abundance  of  damp  moss  about  their  roots,  which  insures  them  to  carry  safely  across 
the  continent  and  reach  you  in  perfect  condition  as  fresh  as  when  first  dug. 

Varieties  that  are  followed  by  (P)  are  male  or  perfect  blossom  plants  and  do  not  need 
other  varieties  to  fertilize  them;  varieties  followed  by  (I)  female  or  imperfect  blossoms  and  need 
some  male  plants  to  fertilize  their  blossoms.

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Raspberries 


Raspberries  should  be  grown  in  every  family  fruit  garden.  The  fruit  is  very  delicious 
and  healthful  and  is  appreciated  almost  by  every  lover  of  fine  fruits.  They  are  fine  for  canning, 
jams,  jellies  and  pies.  Thej’-  are  a great  money  maker  when  grown  either  for  home  or  North- 
ern markets.  Surely  no  one  will  try  to  do  without  raspberies  when  they  can  be  so  easily  had. 


Culture  Directions 

Prepare  the  ground  thoroughly  and  manure  liberally.  The  red,  or  upright-growing  vari- 
eties should  be  planted,  for  field  culture,  in  rows  six  feet  apart  and  the  plants  three  feet 
distant  in  rows,  or  four  feet  apart  each  way,  *to  be  cultivated  in  hills ; in  garden  culture,  plant 
three  feet  apart  each  way  and  restrict  to  hills.  It  is  best  to  place  two  plants  in  each  hill. 
As  soon  as  planted,  cut  back  the  canes  to  within  a few  inches  of  the  ground. 

Keep  the  soil  loose  and  free  of  weeds  throughout  the  season,  cutting  out  the  suckers  with 
a hoe  or  cultivator,  leaving  only  a single  row  of  three  or  four  canes  to  the  hill  for  fruiting 
the  following  year.  Prune  the  bearing  canes  of  the  upright-growing  varieties  by  cutting  one- 
third  to  one-half  their  length  and  shorten  the  laterals  to  six  or  nine  inches.  In  pruning  cap 
varieties,  cut  the  canes  at  the  middle  of  the  bend. 

The  cap  varieties  for  field  culture,  should  be  planted  in  rows  seven  feet  apart  and  three 
and  one-half  feet  distant  in  the  rows ; for  garden  culture,  plant  four  feet  apart  each  way.

Th.e  cane  growth  resembles 
that  of  the  Cumberland,  being  large,  strong 
and  thrifty,  fruit  as  large  as  Cumberland 
and  in  earliness  it  ripens  a few  days  ahead 
of  Conrath,  conceded  to  be  the  earliest 
black  raspberry.  Berries  firm,  jet  black  and 
of  a delicious  flavor;  seeds  very  small  and 
soft,  more  like  that  of  the  red  raspberry, 
berry  compact  and  of  uniform  large  size. 
Canes  of  ironclad  hardiness,  enduring  the 
severest  cold  uninjured,  and  is  wonderfully 
prolific;  its  foliage  never  suffers  by  blight 
or  its  canes  never  attacked  by  any  fungus 
disease,  not  impaired  by  the  heat  or  drouth 
of  summer.  During  the  summer  of  1907 
and  again  in  1911  King  of  Cliffs  matured 
its  entire  crop  of  fruit  while  such  varieties 
as  Kansas  and  Cumberland  were  completely 
dried  up  on  the  vines,  owing  to  the  severe 
drouth  which  prevailed  during  the  picking 
season  of  both  years.

Many  kinds  of  blackberries  will  succeed,  not  only  upon  good  fruit  land  but  even  upon 
the  most  sandy,  porous  soil.  They  require  the  same  treatment  as  recommended  for  raspberries. 
In  field  culture,  plant  in  rows  from  five  to  seven  feet  apart,  according  to  the  strength  of  the 
variety,  and  three  feet  distant  in  rows;  in  garden  culture,  plant  in  rows  five  feet  apart  and  three 
feet  apart  in  rows.  The  pruning  should  be  governed  by  the  growth  of  the  cane,  and  should 
be  headed  back  in  summer  when  3 feet  high,  by  pinching  off  the  tops,  thus  causing  them  to 
throw  out  side  branches;  but  when  this  has  been  neglected  cut  back  in  winter  or  early  spring, 
the  bearing  canes  one-third  or  more,  according  to  the  growth  the  plants  have  made,  and  cut 
back  the  side  branches  to  about  12  inches.  This  will  give  you  much  larger  and  finer  fruit, 
and  it  will  ripen  up  earlier  and  more  readily.
